In the face of the county’s present econo- 
mic plight, it is impossible to justify the action 
of magistrates who Tuesday voted themselves 
a salary of $200 a month. 

The county owes over $47,000 to banks in 
Lexington and Jackson; over $19,000 in back 
bills remain unpaid; salaries for March have 
not been paid county officials. To this the mag- 
istrates have added a salary load of $19,200 a 
year. 

We cannot condone this "grab" of funds, 
coming at a time when the county treasury 
cries for relief, when the residents of back- 
roads and hollows beg for but the primitive sem- 
blance of a road, when unemployment within 
this region is approaching an all time high. 

With the county on the brink of economic 
disaster, our county magistrates were given the 
opportunity to set an example in thrift that 
could have permeated the entire county govern- 
ment. 

Under recent legislation, the magistrates 
could have voted any salary up to the maximum 
$200 they voted Tuesday.. 

Even prior to the balloting, the magistrates 
were warned by County Judge J. A. Smith that 
a high salary would handicap the government. 
There remains considerable question as to 
where this money will come from. 

Only in the case of one, possibly two, mag- 
istrates, was the $200 salary Justifiable. Babe 
Noplis, 4th District, serves approximately 55 
(percent of the county population. Bradley 
Combs has long heard most of the traffic cases 
in Perry County The work of these two men 
may justify a salary of $200 per month. 

With the exception of Mr. Noplis, the other 
magistrates are serving an average of 2,300 
Perry Countians each.
